NEW  HAMPSHIRE  NON-PARTISAN  BALLOT  LAW 

The  provisions  contained  in  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  Chapter 
59,  Section  73  as  amended  by  the  Session  Laws  of  1965. 

"Adoption  of  Non-Partisan  Ballot  System.  Towns  may  adopt  a 
non-partisan  ballot  system,  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  the  election 
of  town  officers  under  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  any  annual  or 
special  meeting  at  which  action  is  to  be  taken,  and  may  rescind  such 
action  in  like  manner.  If  such  ballot  system  is  adopted  by  a  town, 
the  system  shall  not  be  in  effect  in  said  town  until  the  town  meeting 
next  following  the  meeting  at  which  such  action  is  taken.  In  towns 
where  this  ballot  system  is  in  force,  a  plurality  vote  shall  elect. 
The  Town  Clerk  shall  prepare  the  ballots  and  all  candidates  for 
office  shall  file  their  declarations  of  candidacy  or  petitions  of  nom- 
ination with  the  Town  Clerk  no  earlier  than  thirty-five  days  before 
and  no  later  than  five  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  second  Monday 
next  preceding  the  day  of  the  election." 

As  is  seen  from  reading  this  section  of  the  law,  the  system 
may  be  adopted  by  your  town,  provided  that  the  warrant  for  the 
town  meeting  includes  an  article  on  the  question  whether  the  pro- 
visions of  R.  S.  A.  59:73  are  to  be  adopted.  The  adoption  of  this 
law  may  be  by  voice  vote.  If  the  provision  were  adopted  at  the 
1971  town  meeting,  the  voting  system  would  not  go  into  effect 
until  your  town  meeting  of  1972. 

Advantages  of  this  law  are  the  election  by  plurality  rather 
than  majority  votes,  through  the  use  of  one  printed  ballot  listing 
the  names  of  all  candidates  for  all  offices,  and  the  declaration  of 
candidacy  for  town  offices  in  advance  of  the  meeting  so  that  the 
voters  know  who  the  candidates  are  for  town  offices. 

If  there  is  no  declaration  of  candidacy  for  a  given  town  office, 
then  the  provisions  of  R.  S.  A.  Chapter  41,  Section  3  would  control. 
Under  this  section  it  is  provided  that  "All  town  officers  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting  and  until  others  shall 
be  chosen  or  appointed  and  qualified  in  their  stead,  .  .  .".  Thus  if 
a  vacancy  were  to  come  about  in  the  usual  course  in  the  office  of 
selectman,  and  no  person  filed  for  election  to  that  office,  the  select- 
man whose  term  would  ordinarily  expire  would  continue  in  office, 
because  no  successor  had  been  elected  or  qualified.  This  does  not 
mean  that  such  an  officer  would  have  to  continue  in  office.  In  such 
a  case,  the  selectman  could  resign,  thus  creating  a  vacancy,  and  the 
vacancy  could  then  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  board 
df  selectmen  (R  .  S.  A.  41:51).

The  vote  was  100-2  to 
accept  the  budget  with  the  previous  cut.

Article  6.  Elizabeth  Bascom  presented  a  recommendation  from  the 
Acworth  Woman's  Club  in  regard  to  regulations  at  the  Town  Dump. 
This   was   not   approved. 

Article  7.  The  motion  to  adopt  this  ordinance  in  regard  to  plow- 
ing snow  onto  Class  V  Highways  was  defeated.

Acworth  Bridge. 

Article  10.  Griffiths  Barry  spoke  about  the  Town  History.  Kenneth 
Grant  spoke  on  School  Costs  and  presented  a  resolution  which  was 
adopted. 

The  vote  on  zoning  was  counted  and  the  result  was  107  yes,  56  no.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area,  quiet  in  part 
because  of  your  continued  cooperation  and  favorable  weather  con- 
ditions. 

Fires  that  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by  debris 
burning,  children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires  would 
drastically  change  this  picture.  To  bring  about  this  change  we 
make  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  When  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  a  permit  to  bum 
must  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  permit 
covers  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning, 
as  well  as  garden  trash  and  brush  burning,  such  burning  is  re- 
stricted by  regulation  to  prior  to  9:00  A.M.  and  after  5:00  P.M. 
with  the  following  exceptions: 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  permissible  at  any  time 
under  normal  conditions  but  only  with  the  approval  of  the 
District  Chief  and  a  written  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with  the  com- 
plete cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision  of  their  children, 
keep  matches  out  of  reach  of  children,  this  action  will  help  to 
prevent  fires  and  may  save  a  life,  the  life  of  your  child.  Try 
to  explain  this  to  your  child,  won't  j^ou? 

3.  Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  number  by 
the  exercise  of  more  care  in  the  discarding  of  matches  and 
smoking  material  whether  from  a  vehicle  or  by  a  hiker.  In  all 
cases,  make  sure  that  the  butt  or  match  you  discard  is  out, 
dead  out.  Smokey  says,  "Thanks  for  your  help",  and  invites 
you  to  join  with  him  in  setting  a  good  example  for  others  in 
the  prevention  of  fires  and  the  protection  of  our   environment.

Dear  Mr.  Balla: 

As  a  result  of  discussions  at  your  1970  Town  Meeting  there  was 
an  interest  in  construction  of  a  wooden  covered  bridge  over  Cold 
River  on  Beryl  Mountain  Road.  I  am  not  sure  how  far  your  Board 
is  committed  to  a  covered  bridge  in  preference  to  a  conventional 
steel  and  concrete  structure. 

We  have  prepared  estimates  for  three  proposals  for  your  con- 
sideration; conventional  steel  and  concrete,  conventional  type  with 
a  wood  cover,  and  a  wooden  covered  bridge. 

In  developing  the  estimate  for  a  steel  and  concrete  bridge  we 
found  it  necessary  to  increase  the  total  estimate  to  $100,000,  up 
$10,000  from  our  estimate  of  1969.  The  town  share  of  Y^  total  cost 
is  now  $25,000. 

The  steel  and  concrete  bridge  with  a  wood  cover  is  estimated 
at  $130,000.  The  difference  of  $30,000  being  in  the  additional  cost 
of  the  wood  cover  to  give  the  appearance  of  a  wooden  covered 
bridge.  The  town  share  would  be  increased  by  the  $30,000  malcing 
a  total  town  cost  of  $55,000.  The  wood  cover  could  be  added  at 
this  time,  or  at  some  time  in  the  future  similar  to  plans  for  the 
structure  in  Lincoln  leading  to  Loon  Mountain  Slci  Area. 

The  wood  covered  bridge  is  estimated  to  cost  $200,000.  The 
preliminary  design  is  for  a  28  foot  roadway,  a  14  foot  clear  height, 
and  a  load  carrying  capacity  of  15  tons.  This  estimate  places 
construction  of  the  wood  covered  bridge  so  far  out  of  range  of 
both  the  town  and  Town  Bridge  Aid  Program  that  the  conventional 
type  of  bridge  is  probably  the  one  to  receive  your  approval.  Please 
let  me  know  what  your  reaction  is.
